Jesus was thus not the traditional “lamb of God who : 


takes away the sins of the world.” He was a “revolution- 
ary black leader, a Zealot, seeking to lead a Black Nation 
to freedom.” 

The implications of this are practical as well as 
theological. Negro artists fhave often portrayed Jesus as 
black, just as medieval artists depicted Mary and Joseph 
oi the costumes of the courts of their day. Now, however, 
blackness is being tied to a whole new black theology. 

Every Sunday Dr. Cleage, preaching in front of a huge 
painting of a Black Madonna holding a black baby, has an 
old-fashioned “altar call’ and asks members of his con- 


gregation to accept the Black Messiah and join a new 
Black Nation. 


Although theologians would certainly have serious 
questions about many of Dr. Cleage’s ideas, including the 
classification of Semites as blacks, the movement repre- 
sents a significant expression of the Black Power phen- 
omenon within organized religion.

The FBI, local police, CIA 
and everyone else who is in- 
terested has .all the informa- 
tion they want or need on 
any black leader or any black 
group. 

This being true, well: mean- 
ing black people who are one 
step above destitution, re- 
gardless of their sincerity 
and intent, are subjected to 
gross mental and psychologi- 
cal insult whenever they wish 
to play a role in the move- 
ment without bowing and 
scraping to militants. 

These are the words of 
Booker Griffin, writing in the 
Chicago Daily Defender. 

Griffin, a native of Gary, 
Ind., was instrumental in 
calming thé Los Angeles riots 
a few years ago and the De- 
fender article reflects his 
thoughts on the subject of 
black power, unity and mili- 
tancy since then. 

Griffin feels that although 
the black militant has served 
to turn the tide in the move- 
ment, the extreme philosophy 


of the militant will have to’ 


subside if the black man is 
ever to rise above the heights 
of white, or even black, medi- 
ocrity. 

“The militants and revolu- 
tionaries have brought us 
into an era of self-awareness 
and self-dignity that will go 
down in history as the crucial 
epoch in the history of the 
black man,” Griffin com- 
ments. “They are the black 
men who had the guts to do 
this. Other men and women 
did not have the guts, men- 
tality or the freedom to do 
_this. The militants turned the 
corner..of history for us. I 
challenge any man to dispute 
this,” 

But, Griffin continues, des- 
pite their valid contributions

“This is happening because 
in order to get over they have 
perpetuated a stupid contra- 
diction,” he points out. “That 
contradiction is that success 
is evil, The myth that black- 
ness and success are enemies 
and mutually opposed to one 
another has developed . . . 
The militants must mature 
instantly to the sophistication 
of the very progress they 
have created or their own 
concepts will boot them out 
to sea to drown.” 

Griffin says the problem 
with blackness is not its real- 
ity for black America or its 
true place as a concept need- 
ed in our dealings with white 
America.: 

“The problem is that there 
are too many petty hustlers 
riding the back of the black 
community.” he explains, 
“both among the successful 
classes and among the mili- 
tant and supposedly commu- 
nity-oriented groups, The 
words, ‘the community,’ are 
the most prostituted words in 
the black community. Too 
many people at too many 
levels are exploiting under 
the guise of improvement 
advancement or self-help.” 

Griffin concludes: 

“T have concluded that the 
black movement at all of its 
levels has not to date devel- 
oped the integrity to serve 


the black masses. Too many 


people are hustling at too 
many levels. A movement 
cannot become successful un- 
til its vanguard is beyond the 
need of key people needing 
to prostitute the movement to 
gain prestige and to feed 
their wives and babies.”

Probably the first public works undertaken was that by 
= Egyptians when they built the first step. Pyramids or 
mastabas. The use of the lever, inclined plane, wedge, and 
roller were used extensively, fo build these structures and 
influenced, greatly, the development of the science of mechanics.

“If they revolt against 
their dehumanizing predica- 
ment, they lose all,” he sald. 


“But if they refuse to revolt, 


they also lose all.” 

Declaring that he wanted| 
lawlessness to stop, he add- 
ed: 


“I want to stop the law- 
lessness of racial discrimina- 
tion and the lawlessness that 
ignores the basic needs of 
the ghetto.”

On Thursday morning, November 14, a 
group of parents, students and citizens gather- 
ed at the Towerline Road entrance with placards 
reflecting their disenchantment with the board 
and peacefully protested. When the board still 
insisted on an open meeting, they returned on 
Friday morning in the rain, and picketed the 
Towerline entrance. 

Violence almost erupted when a Buena Vista 
policeman crudely attempted to wrap the demo- 
nstrators in a large chain. He left in a hurry 

when the young males who were watching show- 
ed their concern. 

The picket was lifted when it was learned 
that all of the school buses had passed and the 
people felt that they had served their purpose.
